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During  the  past  few  months  we  have  been  printing  occasional  selections 
from  talks  and  literary  broadcasts  on  this  cover  page  of  the  Folio.  The 
practice  is  a  compromise  between  the  austerity  of  KPFA's  budget  and  our 
conviction  that  some  material  broadcast  makes  enjoyable  reading  as  well 
as  good  listening. 

With  the  hope  of  reaching  some  more  satisfactory  compromise,  we  have 
been  exploring  the  idea  of  publishing  a  yearly  KPFA  anthology.  A  pub- 
lisher in  the  area,  after  giving  us  a  considerable  lecture  on  the  financial 
perils  of  book  production,  finally  got  down  to  the  figures  and  came  up 
with  the  suggestion  that  a  thousand  copies  of  a  hard-cover,  250  page  book 
could  be  produced  for  approximately  $4.00.  That's  just  production  and 
royalties. 

We  pass  the  word  on  to  you.  And  without  committing  anybody  to  any- 
thing, we'd  like  to  ask  you  a  few  questions.  Would  you  be  interested  in 
having  such  a  KPFA  anthology  available?  With  due  allowance  for  the 
fact  that  some  broadcasts,  as  for  instance  BBC  programs,  are  under  prev- 
ious copyright,  what  sort  of  material  do  you  think  should  be  included 
in  such  a  volume? 

Let  us  hear  from  you.  If  enough  listeners  express  their  interest  and  give 
us  their  suggestions,  we'll  be  glad  to  move  ahead  further  in  exploring  the 
possibilities  and  we  will  keep  you  posted.
